Paul VI breaks usual policy 


Pope calls Northern Ireland violence 
‘affront to humanity, Christian name’ 


VATICAN CITY — Pope Paul called the viol- 
ence in Northern Ireland an “affront” to Chris- 
tianity as he appealed for world peace in an 
Easter message to 100,000 pilgrims in St. 
Peter’s Square and to other’ people 
everywhere. 


He departed from his usual policy of. not 
mentioning specific countries and called 
Northern Ireland and Indochina by name and 
referred to the Middle East as the place where 
Christ was born. 


Obviously reserving his strongest words for 
Northern Ireland, he said, “Peace we likewise 


- wish to the beloved people of Northern Ire- 


land. 


“THE INTOLERABLE and distressing state 
of affairs unhappily continuing there is an 
affront not only to humanity but to the Chris- 
tian name.” 


“Our voice,” said the Pope, “gives utterance 
to the present feelings of our heart, and so may 
our greetings to Indochina, which for so long . 
has been the object of the world’s attention 
and fear. 


“The hopes, only recently rekindled, for an 


end to the years-old conflict (in Indochina) are 
still exposed to the rough winds of an uncer- 
tain situation that makes them fragile and 


- unsure.” 


REFERRING TO the Middle East, Pope Paul 
continued, ‘May our greetings go to the land 
where the Lord Jesus was born, where he 
taught, suffered, died and rose again. 


“That land where his greeting of peace 
resounded so many times and whence it spread 
over the whole earth, that land where, alas, 
peace does not yet reign.” 


Before his message, Pope Paul distributed 
Communion to 14 persons representing all 
races and continents and presided at an out- 
door Easter Mass in St. Peter’s Square. 


HE ALSO EXTENDED Easter greetings in 12 
languages — Italian, French, English, German, 
Spanish, Portuguese, Greek, Polish, Russian, 
Chinese, Vietnamese and Latin. 


In Jerusalem, Mass was celebrated by Latin 
Patriarch Giacomo J. Beltritti in the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, erected over the tradi- 
tional site of Christ’s tomb.

Enjoying penance 


LAST WEEK WAS Holy Week... as if you didn’t know. 
And one of the big things about Holy Week in the tradition 
of our Church is the spring housekeeping called confes- 
sion. 


It’s no news that the volume of confessions has declined 
in recent years, but it may still be news to some that the 
manner of “going to confession” can be much improved 
these days. No, we don’t know of any regular permission 
for general absolution without confession; but much can 
be done in a penance celebration, and I was reminded 
of that during the fine service at St. Pius X last week. 


One of the problems with “going to confession” is that 
it’s usually all done in confession. One of the advantages 
of a common penance celebration is that we learn to 
appreciate the other facets of this sacrament better and 


_ see that “confession” is but one step. The real penance ~ 


experience is recognizing our human infidelity to God and 
celebrating his forgiveness and our reconciliation with 
him. 


IN A PENANCE celebration, people generally enjoy the 
sacrament together in songs, readings and reflection. The 
moment of confession is that brief personal contact with 
the Father who embraces his prodigals and, in some sense, 
is to penance what Communion is to the Mass. 


But it’s really great when celebrated with the Mass. As 


the father of the prodigal son threw him a feast upon his 
return, the heavenly Father provides us with a Eucharistic 
celebration after our reconciliation. 


We recommend such celebrations and will be glad to 
help parishes plan them if we can.

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Stewardship ‘72 funds help 
regional schools pilot program

STEWARDSHIP ’72 grants to parochial 
schools are aiding pilot regional schools 
serving more than one parish. 


These include $5,000 for the diocese’s 
first regional school in San Diego County 
— consolidation of Our Lady of Angels and 
Our Lady of Guadalupe schools, southeast 
San Diego. This fall they will merge 
facilities, faculty, curriculum and student 
body. 


A $3,000 grant will go to Precious Blood 
School, Banning, a regional school in 
Riverside county accepting children from 
Yucaipa and Beaumont parishes which 
have.no schools. 


ANOTHER $2,000 will be for St. 
Hyacinth Academy, San Jacinto, which 
also serves Hemet parishioners and the 
Soboba Indian Reservation. 


A total of $700,000 from Stewardship ’72 
was earmarked for diocesan education, 
including $505,000 for high schools, $90,000 
for the Newman campus apostolate, 
$80,000 for CCD and $25,000 for grade 
schools. 


The new consolidated school will be 
called Our Lady’s School, with one faculty 
and board, and two campuses. Grades 1 
2, 3, 7 and 8 will be at Our Lady of Angels 


and grades 4, 5 and 6 at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. The schools are less than a 
mile apart and transportation will be pro- 
vided. 


NUMBER OF teachers will not change 
and a principal will be appointed later. 
Our Lady of Angels, staffed by the Sisters 
of St. Joseph of Carondelet, has 280 stu- 
dents with five religious and three lay 
teachers. Sister Joanna McClure is princi- 
pal. 


Our Lady of Guadalupe, with 100 pupils, 
is conducted by the Sisters of St. Francis, 
with Sister Marie Inez Gonzales as princi- 
pal. It has one lay and four religious 
teachers. OLG is a national Mexican- 
American parish within geographical 
limits of St. Anne’s parish. 


“We hope to make the combined school 
a regional one to include children from 
other parishes,” said Dr. H. Giles Schmid, 
diocesan school superintendent. “But first 
comes the successful merger.” 


PARISHES IN the area without schools 
include Christ the King and St. Anne’s. 


The remaining $15,000 from the $25,000 
allocated to parochial schools went to St. 
Anthony’s, San Bernardino, $9,000; St. 
Jude’s, San Diego, $3,000; and Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help, Indio; Resurrection, Fon- 
tana and St. Mary’s, El Centro, $1,000 each.

Msgr. O'Toole, St. Anne’s

SAN BERNARDINO — A

HE WAS pastor of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, Calex- 
ico, from 1942-45 and of St. 
Michael’s, Highgrove, 1939- 
42. He was assistant pastor 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe, 
Chino, for one year follow- 
ing his ordination. 


Msgr. O'Toole was 
ordained for this diocese 
June 12, 1938 in St. Mary's

He was born April 13, 
1914 in Ballinamuck, Ire- 
land, and educated at St.

Getting into the habit 


As the friar paced up and down outside the huge 
television studio, a technician came up and inno- 
cently inquired if he was to take part in a production 
of Robin Hood. The joke was on Father Warren 
Rouse, our Franciscan columnist, who was patiently 
waiting for the start of the first in-studio televised 
Mass in this area. 


It took close on 90 minutes for the crew, cameras 
and lights to be ready, while Father Warren, the 
celebrant and I, the lector, had an excellent oppor- 
tunity to exercise the virtue of patience. And then 
we were on, for a Mass which had to take 29 minutes. 
and 50 seconds exactly. In TV you have to be right 
on time. 


It was historic, the. first televised in-studio Mass 
— pre-recorded as everything is these days — and 
it recalled the first Mass ever celebrated in the San 
Diego area by another Franciscan, Padre Junipero 
Serra. Towards the end of Mass — when most 
parishes announce their local events — and we still 
had about 3 minutes, 45 seconds to go, I filled in 
with a little history about the friars who have trod- 
den the California scene, pioneering for God.

After many years of broadcasting I have 
become inured to the sound of my tape-recorded 
voice. But vision is something else. 


It was, therefore, encouraging to read in the 
Prayer for Christians meditation next day the words 
of St. John Chrysostom: ‘‘... it is impossible to 
return to the luster of one’s former beauty. But in 
the case of the soul, if we are willing, this can hap- 
pen through the ineffable kindness of God.”

A priest to whom cameras and film and videotape 
are old hat is Father Ray Bluett, who is on loan from 
the diocese to the Catholic Communications Foun- 
dation in New York. His ‘‘parish” is the millions who 
view movies and television shows which he has been 
able to inspire or help in some way.

He is now more than 
eight months into work on a special for CBS which 
will be concerned with youth and drugs and the 
international scene. It is likely, he tells me, that the 
lovely girl, Judi Bowker, who plays St. Clare in 
Brother Sun, will be featured as the epitome of 
wholesomeness and beauty. He said, “‘she is so inno- 
cent and naturally sweet.” 


Parishes and bases 


The cut-back and change in many military bases 
throughout the country will certainly affect many 
parishes of this diocese. There has always been a 
noticeable military presence in many parishes, sub- 
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ject to change on so regular a basis that pastors 
sometimes despair of ever getting to know them 
well. 


Now it appears that some parishes may receive 
an influx through potential transfers to the San 
Diego area. Those in the South Bay area may suffer 
by the closing of the helicopter squadron’s opera- 
tions by Imperial Beach. 


Pray together as well 


A day of recollection is a powerful — and prayer- 
ful — way of unifying a group. Praying and meditat- 
ing, in silence and sharing, is wonderful therapy for 
flagging community relations. The Sisters of Charity 
of the Incarnate Word, of St. Bernardine’s Hospital, 
San Bernardino, recently held such a day of recol- 
lection for their auxiliaries. 


Jewish and Catholic, Baptist and Lutheran, they 
came together to pray and meditate, helped by 
Father Francisco, hospital chaplain and George 
Reinert, director of community relations. The day 
began with a Mass and ended with Mrs. Frederick 
Littauer’s Lutheran viewpoint as Bible instructor 
and lecturer. 


Parish council days of recollection are also taking 
place — more about them here sometime — which 
all goes to adjust the popular slogan to “the group 
that prays together works together.”

Missionary visionary 


It’s a hundred years since Africa’s most famous 
missionary, Dr. David Livingstone, died. His heart 
is buried almost at the geographical center of Zam- 
bia (once Northern Rhodesia) and his body in Lon- 
don’s famous Westminster Abbey. The Scottish 
Presbyterian minister probably did more for Afri- 
cans than any other single missionary. 


The mile-wide Victoria Falls, which thunder from 
Zambia into Rhodesia, at the international border, 
were first seen and recorded by Livingstone, trave- 
ling by boat in the upper reaches of the Zambezi 
River in 1855. His diary records it thus: “Scenes so 
lovely, must have been gazed upon by angels in their 
flight.”

As women will. . .

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How holy is holy? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were taking 
about... our crablike approach to the 
question of the “spiritual life,” and, 
indeed, the whole elusive concept of 
personal spirituality. 


After listening analytically through 
far too many discussions of the 
development of a personal spiritual 
life, I have found that definitions of 
“spirituality” describe a kind of side- 
slipping encirclement of every con- 
ceivable attitude from a pietetic 
“Jesus and me” coziness to the bold, 
but no less recondite, “personal rela- 
tionships.” 


It is sometimes difficult to escape 
the impression that the starry-eyed 
attraction to “spiritual life” may dis- 
guise an evasion of the real challenge 
of Christ’s call. Rather than being the 
rock which is our strength and found- 
ation, it may be the refuge and shel- 
ter, beneath which — crab-like — we 
hide from those very real demands 
imposed upon us by Christ’s forgiving 
love! 


THERE IS, I THINK, only one 
criterion for spirituality. Surely it 
must be that degree to which we 
reflect that love; the degree to which 
we consider the welfare of others 
before our own; the degree to which 
we recognize the overwhelming 
generosity and power of God’s pre- 
sence in our lives. 


However impassioned, the con- 
scious pursuit of spirituality seems as 
doomed to failure as the search for 
happiness. We find them only when 
we no longer seek them. 


We find them only when we learn 
to forget ourselves in compassion for 
other men — or, if we are to be pur- 
ists, other women — and in awareness 
of our indebtedness to God. 


THE SPIRITUALITY of others is 
not within our capacity to define, nor 
is it any criterion of our own. We may 
and should be, awed by visible man-

ifestations of Christian love and faith 
in those we meet, but only‘in that they 
more clearly reflect the nature of 
Christ. 


As St. Paul says, there is no credit 
due us, for “by grace you are saved, 
through faith; not by anything of your 
own, not by anything you have done, 
but by a gift from God.” 


The straining after “spirituality — 
or the complaint of feeling spiritually 
inferior — seems rooted in the self- 
persuasion that we may of ourselves 
attain grace or spiritual 
“Superiority.” It is a kind of inverted 
vanity — a spiritual naivete. 


WE ARE ALL spiritually inferior, — 
saint, pope, sinner alike — before 
God. We are all, one way or another, 
inferior in our response to his love. 
There can be no comparative value, 
for we are called in a great variety of 
ways to a great variety of response. 


Personal ‘“‘sprituality” lies in being 
whatever we are called to be, and 
being that to the best of our ability; 
in recognizing Christ in his action in 
our lives; in believing in his presence 
and the truth of his love. 


It is pointless to look at someone 
else and see their “holiness’ or lack 
of it in relation to our own. Like ours, 
their sanctity, their spirituality exists 
only in relation to God — their Chris- 
tianity, only in relation to Christ. 


THE SPIRITUAL elitism of some 
movements within the Church — 
charismatic and others — is in itself 
a contradiction and.a detriment to 
their cause. No group has an “edge” 
on spiritual life, nor any person. 


We are called to do what God needs 
us to do, to be what God needs us to 
be, in the evolving perfection of the 
world. Offering our faltering souls to 
his guidance, we may rest assured he 
will bring us to our own summit of 
spirituality.

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San Diego priest's apostolate reaches 50 million people

WHEN THE NBC network telecast “Upon 
this Rock” on the night of April 17, Father 
Raymond Bluett was back in his home diocese 
of San Diego to watch it, but not for the first 
time. He had helped to make it. 


As a member of the Catholic Communica- 
tions Foundation staff in New York it is his 
responsibility to promote and advise such 
major TV programs relating to the Church’s 
mission. 


It was coincidental that Father Bluett was 
in San Diego, on one of his rare visits, when 
two productions which had occupied much of 
his time in recent years came to these parts. 
For not only was the NBC feature on St. Peter’s 
Basilica a part of his responsibility, but for 
nearly two years he had worked with the 
actors, crew and producers on the set of 
Brother Sun Sister Moon, the current movie on 
the life of St. Francis of Assisi. 


“MY PARISH IS UP to 50 million persons 
who watch a major TV show or go to see a 
movie like that,” he said. “It is very important 
to have a priest, a brother or nun working with 
film production crews. No lay person can give 
the same witness.” 


“In fact, I sometimes think the priest gets 
more respect from the movie production com- 
munity than he might in a parish.” 


Father Bluett is adamant that the Catholic 
‘Dresence” must be felt within the movie and 
television industry. “They affect the views of 
millions of people throughout the world and 
we cannot afford not to have the Catholic influ- 
ence there,” he said. 


“YOU’RE NOT GOING to stop pornographic 
movies by screaming and _ yelling,” he 
said.“You’re going to stop them by producing 
better movies that the public will support. It’s 
up to the Catholic audiences and the Church 

.to-get behind the producers who make good 
‘movies and support them.” 

He cited A Man for All Seasons —the movie 
about St. Thomas More — and Mary Poppins 
among those which justified this support. 


- “It has taken me 10 years to get to where my 
views and my knowledge are accepted at the 
highest levels in the TV and movie industry,” 
he said. “Producers call on me for help and 
I can call most top executives in TV on ideas 
at any time. This is a valuable apostolate for 
the Church.” 


IT IS 10 YEARS since Father Bluett went 
East to complete his Ph.D requirements with 
a paper on marketing aspects in religious 
broadcasting — and found himself involved in 
the U.S. Catholic bishops’ communications 
division in Washington, D.C. Later the Com- 
munications Foundation, funded by fraternal 
insurance companies, promoted greater input 
of the Catholic viewpoint in the non- 
documentary aspects of films and television. 


Now, in between assisting at institutes on 
communications, for diocesan nominees, he 
spends much of his time moving around the 
world concerned with productions and pro- 
jects which will come to TV and movie screens 
in years to come. 


On the set of the Zefferelli film Brother Sun 


Sister Moon Father Bluett said he was able to 
act as intermediary between the Vatican and 
the production team when necessary and 
generally to be “adviser, confessor and coun- 
sellor” to the whole crew. ‘And it was noticed 
by them all that I was at the tomb of St. Francis 
saying Mass each day when we were in Assisi.” 


HE EXPLAINED how, at one stage, produc- 
tion was threatened because’ church 
authorities controlling the chapel of Mon 
Reale ordered film crews out by midnight on 
a certain day. This old church — the only one 
extant at the time of St. Francis — was used 
for the scenes where the saint meets Pope 
Innocent III (played by Alec Guinness). Father 
Bluett obtained Vatican approval for the time 
to be extended so that the movie could be com- 
pleted. 


The NEC feature “Upon this Rock” ran into 
trouble when Vatican authorities refused to 
allow actors and actresses into St. Peter’s. This 
had been a long-standing rule and in previous 
similar productions, actors either “spoke 
over” scenes, as in the epic on Michelangelo 
and the Sistine Chapel ceiling a few years ago, 
or were shown against a filmed back projec- 
tion of the scene. 

For “Upon this Rock,’ the actors were 
allowed in St. Peter’s and the Vatican, thanks 
partly to Father Bluett’s intervention, with an 
assist from American cardinals. 


ON RUMORS THAT TV networks might con- 
sider screening X-rated movies in the future, 
Father Bluett was scathing. “No network 
would dare to it,” he said. “For one thing they 
would not be able to find sponsors, because 
no advertiser would wish to be associated with 
X-rated movies for fear of losing his public. 


“In any case, ” he added, “what might have 
been rated X when first released for the’ 
cinema screen, could be so edited for televi- 
sion that all the X scenes could be removed 
and it would no longer be given that rating.” 


FATHER BLUETT is anxious to complete 


work on his present project aimed to show the 
international ramifications of drug traffic and 
addiction and the effects on. young Americans 
caught abroad in its web. 


“There are thousands of young Americans 
caught up in this,” he said. “There are at least 
1,000 languishing in foreign jails, and their 
graves are mounting in places like Af- 
ghanistan: 


“THE ONLY MARKET for hard drugs is 
where there is a soft drug available. So don’t 


“speak about legalizing marijuana. It can only 


lead to trouble.” 


The work has been in progress for nearly 
nine months. It takes about 18 months to com- 
plete such a project and Father Bluett, who is 
working with CBS for this production, left San

Diego last week for New York and London for 
further conferences and plans towards its com- 
pletion. 


“These programs have to be done at the high- 
est possible professional level,” he said. ‘““They 
are shown on commercial TV at peak times, 
sponsored by an advertiser at a cost of any- 
thing from $150,000 to $400,000, so he doesn’t 
want rubbish.” 


WHILE IN SAN DIEGO Father Bluett spoke 
with Raymond Burr, who starred in last Sun- 
day’s ABC special, “Portrait: A Man Whose 
Name Was John,” playing Pope John XXIII 
during World War II. Burr told the priest that 
“if the television show is a success” he would 
be interested in discussing plans for a movie 
based on the Pope’s life, with the actor playing 
the leading role. 


Father Bluett has a philosophy about mod- 
ern martyrdom. 


“Perhaps today we have to see martyrdom in 
Church authorities — individual bishops, 
priests — standing up for what we consider to 
be truths in front of television cameras, on 
radio and elsewhere, prepared to be ‘crucified’ 
by public opinion.”’

Question: 

The Constitution on the Sacred 

Liturgy specifically stresses reten- 

tion and importance of preserving 

our Latin. language along with 

Gregorian Chant. How can we do this 

if we ignore it as we have been and 

still do? ; 

“The use of the Latin language is to be 
preserved in the Latin rites.” (#36) But the 
same article goes on to say the vernacular 
“frequently may be of great advantage to 
the people” and directs that “‘it is for the 
competent territorial ecclesiastical 
authority... to decide whether, and to what 
extent, the vernacular language is to be 
used.” 


The bishops of our country have chosen 


not to make a fetish of the Latin language: 
they have extended the use of English pre- 


cisely for the spiritual advantage of the 


people. (Note once again, however, that 
Latin Masses are by no means forbidden; 
but they must confirm to the revised rite of 
Mass. The Tridentine Mass is no longer per- 
mitted.) 


Article 116 states that “The Church ack- 
nowledges Gregorian Chant as specially 
suited to the Roman liturgy; therefore, 
other things being equal, it should be given 
pride of place in liturgical services.” It also 
notes that “religious singing by the people 
is to be skillfully fostered, so that in devo- 
tions and sacred exercises, as also during 
liturgical services, the voices of the faithful 
may ring out...” 


It is true, as Protestant liturgists are quick 
to point out, that we have sadly and tragi- 
cally neglected our musical heritage in our 
attempts to encourage congregational par- 
ticipation. On the other hand, there is 
always the understandable temptation to 
equate “the good” with ‘“‘the past” to the 


detriment of the present. 


Let us use Gregorian Chant as an exam- 
ple. Some selections are magnificent; much 
of the chant is mediocre and some of it is 
downright tawdry. (I speak as one who 
taught Gregorian Chant for 15 years and 
loves it dearly.) 


Moreover, it is a fallacy to insist that the 
chant was designed for popular participa- 
tion. It was not. Because of its complexity, 
only skilled singers regularly performed. 
The fact that “thousands of people” have 
joined together in singing Mass VIII or 
Credo III proves only the happy simplicity 
of these compositions. 


I'he lesson to be learned is this: a basic 
objective of liturgical renewal is the intel- 
ligent participation of the people. To attain 
this end, whatever is theologically sound, 
artistically good and permitted by 
ecclesiastical authority is worthy of inclu- 
sion in liturgical ceremonies.

will aid Cambodian refugees 


NEW YORK (RNS) — A major relief and 
resettlement program in Cambodia, to be 
carried out by Catholic Relief Services 
and to affect some 700,000 Cambodian 
refugees, will be augmented by a six- 
member team of nuns appointed by the 
famed Mother Teresa of Calcutta. 

The appointment of the six sisters from 
Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity, 
who minister to the sick and dying, was 
announced by Father Robert L. Char- 
lebois, CRS _ regional director for 
Southeast Asia and the Pacific. 


Father Charlebois, who recently 
returned to New York after signing an 
agreement in Phnom Penh with President 
Lon Nol, also announced that Father 
Philip D. McNamara of the Worcester 
(Mass.) diocese will be coordinator of the 
Cambodian relief program. 

BISHOP Edward E. Swanstrom, 
executive director of CRS, the U.S. Catholic 
bishops’ overseas aid arm, named Father 
McNamara, a veteran of CRS refugee work 
in Vietnam, to staff a newly-founded Phnom 
Penh office. 

Commenting on the addition of the team of 
sisters to the refugee resettlement program, 
Father Charlebois said: 


“Catholic Relief Services is indeed for- 
tunate that Mother Teresa is sending such 
competent help to aid in our work in Cam- 
bodia. I feel confident that this team — 
dedicated to demonstrating modern 
Christian love in action — will be a tre- 
mendous asset to CRS.” 


THE NUNS’ ORDER, founded by Mother 
Teresa in 1950, now number over 7,000; 
their accomplishments in India and other 
countries — several are now working in 
New York’s Harlem area — have already 
received world acclaim. 


Recently, Mother Teresa was chosen to 
receive the 1973 Templeton Foundation 
Award of $88,000 for service to the poor. 
Prince Philip of Great Britain made the 
presentation in London April 25. The 
money will go to the order’s charitable 
work. 


The Cambodian relief program, accord- 
ing to Father Charlebois, will initially aim 
at implementing the present limited 
registration of refugees and then, through 
the importation of supplies and equip- 
ment — food, medicine, etc. — to help 
improve existing conditions in the Cambo- 
dian refugee camps.

French bishops urge Catholics to show 
love for Jews, understand Judaism 


PARIS (RNS) — France’s 
Catholic bishops’ have 
categorically recognized 
the rights of the Jewish 
people to their “own politi- 
cal existence,” strongly 
condemned anti-Semitism, 
and indirectly approved of 
the state of Israel. 


In a statement widely 
hailed by the French Jew- 
ish community, the docu- 
ment drafted by the French 
bishops’ Committee for 
Relations with Judaism 
urged Catholics, not only to 
show their love for Jews but 
to understand Judaism. 


Drawn up “in the spirit” 
ofthe 1965 Vatican II Decla- 
ration on the Jews but, 
some said, “surpassing”

THE PASTORAL docu- 
ment, which places itself 
strictly on religious 
grounds, is addressed to 
Catholics.
